Manufacture of 530,000

year. 
Production of the gas and elec­ 
tric m achines may start July I, 
after a three-year shutdown, WPI!

year. 
WPB w ill provide m aterials for 
production at about one-third the 
pre-w ar 
rate— 265,000 
machines 
each In the third and fourth quar­ 
ters of 1945—but the early output 
will be added to

stockpile reserver! 
for 
hospitals, 
blood banks and other 
essential 
uses. 
Actual amendment of the re­ 
frigerator regulation has not yet 
occurred, although

to start peacetim e production in 
the July-Septcm ber quarter 
The decision is the first step to­ 
ward reconversion of an industry 
which hit an annual peak of $280,- 
000,000 iii factory sales in 1941 aud 
expects to expand to $370,000,000- 
a-vear volum e after the war. 
Rem oving another restraint from 
civilian goods m anufacture, WPB 
also revoked its ban against pro­ 
duction of electric Hoot lamps and 
table lamps tor civilians.

Chungking, May 19. (ZP) — The 
C hinese high command announced 
tonight that Chinese assault forces 
had reoccupied the great east coast 
city of Foochow, freeing the first 
of China’s im portant coastal treaty 
ports from Japanese rule. 
It w as the second tim e in four 
years that the C hinese had won 
back the strategic port, 125 m iles 
northw est of the Japanese island 
of Formosa. The form er capital of 
Fukien province had been held by 
the Japanese since Oct., 1944, and 
previously was enem y - occupied 
for five months in 1941. 
Garrison Beaten Back 
There w ere indications that Foo­ 
chow’, lying in the coastal defense 
region where an Am erican inva­ 
sion of the Chinese coast has been 
envisaged, was abandoned by the 
Japanese. 
There also w ere signs 
that enem y forces w ere pulling out

Canadian Shipping Now 
Being Diverted To 
American Side 


K. of C. Hold District 
initiation Here Today 


Canadian shipping is being di­ 
verted through the American locks 
of the St. M ary’s canal while re­ 
pairs are being made to the Cana­ 
dian lock, at Sault 
Ste. 
Marie, 
Ont., which developed a natural 
breakage in the lock floor on Mon­ 
day. 
A crew of workmen is tearing 
out the old wooden floor, and it is 
expected it will take considerable 
time to make the repairs. 
Construction on the single Ca­ 
nadian lock was started in 
1888 
and completed in 1895. The canal 
leading to the lock is one and one- 
eight miles long, 150 feet wide and 
23 feet deep. The lock itself is 900 
feet long, 60 feet wide and 22 feet 
deep at high water stage. 
Construction of a modern, larg­ 
er lock at Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., 
was planned several years ago, but 
the project was halted by the war. 
The Canadian lock handled only a 
small percentage of the 
traffic 
through the Sault waterway, since 
most of the large Canadian-reg­ 
istered vessels have been using the 
four larger locks on the American 
side. 
In recent years, the Cana­ 
dian lock was not handling boats 
of more than 18-foot draft.

I was impressed by the 
great variety of landscape and the 
different types of 
rock

There is quite a bit of 
farm ing carried on here, too, but 
this part of the area, like many 
other parts of upper Michigan is 
“rocky”. 
W alking through the 
woods w e came upon huge rocks, 
high as my 
chin 
and 
with 
a 
sm ooth table like top. 
These are most often of a gran­ 
ite w ith either w hitish-grey or 
red coloring. 
Crevices are filled 
with plant growth and moss cov­ 
ers the lower part. A few smaller 
rocks of the same type arc strewn 
close to the larger one—These are 
grown 
with 
woods ferns, adder 
tongue, boys and girls and yellow 
violets, and look like a w ell ar­ 
ranged rock garden. There w ill be 
not a sign of rock for rods and 
rods, and then you m ay come up­ 
on another huge one— much like 
the first. These rocks weigh tons 
and

weathered 
backs have seen ages of time. 
A long the little creek can be 
found the thin slabs of sandstone, 
and in places it looks like a ce­ 
ment bottom to the little stream.
